Reasons for Allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest a control system for 
communication robot including the combination of features as set forth in independent claim 1. 
Specifically, none of the prior art of record, alone or in any combination, discloses at least, 
among other limitations, a detector for detecting a user's operation to an input device to select a 
behavior to be performed by the communication robot from the list of behaviors; a behavior 
decider for deciding the behavior based on the detection result by the detector; a second 
storage for storing the behavior decided by the behavior decider as input history information; an 
accumulator for accumulating a plurality of input history information stored by the second 
storage; a generator for generating reproductive motion information for interactive actions based 
on the plurality of input history information accumulated by the accumulator as generally recited 
in the amended independent claim 1. In addition, the computer-readable storage medium 
defined by claims 10-12, 18, and the method defined by claims 13-15, 19 includes steps which 
are substantially the same as the structure of the control system set forth in claims 1 -6, 1 6, 20, 
and thus patentable for the same reasons as indicated in claims 1-6, 16 and 20 above.
